The Grand Commandery of Knights 


Templar ol the state of Wisconsin, in 
session at Milwaukee, has honored a cit- 
.izen of Janesville by electing him to the 
highest office in its gift. Yesterday 
Col. Theodore W. Goldhi, of this city, 
was chosen grand commander of the 
state. No citizen of Janesville has ever 
^been thus honored. 


Col. Goldin is one of the most highly 


esteemed residents of this section of the 
state. He has been a Knight Templar 
for many years, and by virtue of his 
high official standing in Janesvilje Com 
mandery became entitled in 1890 to a seat 
in the grand commandery. He has been 
an officer in that body ever since. 


Was With Cunter 


Besides his high rank in Templary 


Col. Goldin has attained to distinction 
in other lines. He was an aide-de-camp 
on Gen. Ouster's staff just preceding the 
historic 
massacre.. As Ouster's men 


were about to enter the pass in which 
the massacre took place, the general 
turned to Theodore Goldin- with a note 
which the latter was directed to_ deliver 
to Major Reno, whom ho called npon 
for aid. 
Goldin turned about and rode 


away on this mission, and to this he at- 
tributes the tact that he is alive today. 


A Medal for Bravery. 


To return alone through an enemy's 


country was an act of bravery . that the 
same doughty soldier duplicated on an- 
other occasion, 
when he and three 


others secured water for the soldiers on 
that hot, blistering 
summer's 
day 


in 1876, when Beno'a command lay on a 
Big Horn butte, besieged by 3000 Indi- 
ans. 
-For this feat he was awarded a 


bronze medal by congress. 
No one ex- 


cept the fel.ow members ot;the company 
he was with knew of his brave act until 
March 30, 1896, when Gen. Joseph B. 
Doe, then assistant secretary of war, 
presented the medal in the municipal 
court at Janesville. Mr. Golden had 
never spoken of it to anyone, but one 
day he was called to the municipal 


• •courtof;Junes ville as.a witness in a suit. 


The clerk put him under oath, and then 
Gen. Doe arose to examine tho witness. 
One or two questions identified Col. 
Golden as the brave private of Ouster's 
"Fighting Seventh," and the general 
presented him, in the name ol the presi- 
dent, with a bronze medal having upon 
it the following inscription: 


"To Theodore W. Goldin of Troop G, Seventh 
United States cavalry, for most distiujjuishecl 
gallantry at the Little Big Horn river, Monta- 
na, July 26.18(6." 
A "Brave Deed 


It was while beseiged on tho Big 


Horn butte with Reno's men that Mr. 
Goldin, then a raw recruit, volunteered 
with three others to obtain water for. 
the thirsting soldiers. 
The four men 


went down the butte with a big kettle 
between them. "When they returned to 
camp, the kettle was riddled with bul- 
lets and the soldiers would still have 
been without water but for the fore 
thought of the volunteers, who had 
slung 
several canteens- 
over 
their 


shoulders. Mr. Goldin's comrades had 
been decorated many y^ars before he 
was presented with a medal. 


Col. Goldin is a succsssful practic- 


ing lawyer in Janesville; He has served 
eeveral terms and is at present clerk of 
tbe courts of Bock county, and has 
held the same office in Green county 
while residing in Monroe. 
He has 


served as inspector of small arms prac- 
tice of the Wisconsin National guard, 
with rank of colonel and two years ago 
was sergeant at-arms of the republican 
fitate nominating convention.

Labor Leader is Found Not Guilty by 


the Jury After an Hour's Delibera- 
tion—Brief Review of the Trouble 
Leading to the Prosecution of His 
Case. 


Oshkosh. Wis., Nov, 3—Thomas I. 


Kidd, George Zentner and Michael Trol- 
ber, accused of conspiracy to injure the 
business of the Paine Lumber company, 
of this city, during the recent wood: 
workers' strike, were acquitted in the 
municipal court yesterday 
afternoon. 


The jury, was out about an hour. 


The trial, which lasted two weeks, was 


followed with great interest throughout 
this country and Canada by union labor 
men and manufacturers. It was the 
second of its kind, the only other one 
being that in which Eugene V. Debs 
was defendant, and which was part of 
the sequel of the great A. H. U. strike 
of 1894. 


The woodworkers' strike here last 


summer lasted thirteen weeks and in- 
volved 1,600 men. Mr. Kidd, as secre- 
tary of the International Woodwork- 
ers' Union, was to 
a 
large ex- 


tent director of the strike, while' Zent- 
ner was captain of the pickets and 
Trolber was a picket. The case of the 
defendants rested largely upon the le 
gality of the practice 
of 
picketing 


which the state maintained amounted to 
conspiracy, but which the defense con- 
tended was in itself innocent and lawful. 
The responsibility of • the labor organi 
zations for the riots, one of which re- 
sulted, fatally, was also debated. It was 
contended by the defense that .convic- 
tion meant the end of strikes, and the 
impairment of the effectiveness of labor 
organizations. 


Mr. Kidd had this to say about the 


meaning of his acquittal: 


"The verdict means that organized 


labor has not only the right to strike 
but the right to picket the establish 
ment involved so long as the pickets re- 
frain from violating the law. The 
> 


diet is a blow at the idea that man hu 
no right to moral suasion upon thoce 
who take the position of strikers."

A meeting was called last night at 
one of their halls for the purpose of 
putting out a ticket, but the governor 
kept a sufficient number away from 
the meeting to prevent a quorum. 


The governor is making desperate ef- 


forts 
to control what he calls his 


."savages," and to prevent a conflict on 
election day. 
He, with every other 


white republican leader in the county, 
has received "skull and cross-bones" 
notices and warned as to what he may 
expect in the event of trouble. A big 
red-shirt party is booked for today. 
A procession will be formed, in which i 
hundreds of mounted red-shi"ts will i 
appear, the wearers all carrying Win- 
chester rifles. 
The marching 'will be 


through the most prominent thorough- 
fares, and will terminate at the city 
paik, where several prominent speakers 
will address the people, after which a 
big barbecue will be served. 


The negroes have sent representa- 


tives of their race to northern cities to 
buy firearms, and it is said the pur- 
chases have been maele.

Upon 


receiving his ballot the voter must retire, alone, to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. (If it be a general election these words are to follow:' The voter, 


if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross mark, X. under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark, will be counted for all the candidates of that party in the column underneath, un- 


less the names of some of the candidates have been erased, or a cross mark be placed opposite the name or names of candidates in another column, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should make a cross mark, X 


after the name of each candidate he desires to vote for.) If he wishes to vote fora person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot he must write the4 name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot bo spoiled it 


must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in.all to any one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from

must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. After it is marked it should be folded so that fhe inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass put of the booth or compartment, give 


his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability, he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in 


marking the same, to be chosen by the voter, and if he declares that he is totally blind he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legai;voters oj the voters of the county.
